The Viaduct Railread Scheme. 

The impracticability of the Viaduct Rail!- 
-road for securing the object for which at was 
intended—viz., rapid transit. for local travel 
—was thoroughly exposed in a letter to the | 
President and directors of that’ scheme by 
Mr. VaNDENBURGH, published in yesterday’s 


by. the * Ring,” which ‘we have recently. ex- 
posed, had. no pretense of legal sanction or 
excuse; but here is # scheme laid bare 
which they have had the audacity to get au- 
thorized, by the Legislature, and they have 
also procured Mr. A. 'T. Srzwarr, Wittzam 
B. Astor, and some others, to become’ co- 
partners with them in a job which. is to take 
five millions from the people of New-York 
this year, and as:much more thereafter as 
they shall choose, not for better’ means 
of, conveyance. for” the people of ‘the
